In his opening statement he said 
he wanted to make UNO a bet- 
ter place for future students like 
his friend Zach, who plans to 
attend UNO. 

“I want to get more stu- 
dents involved,” Shradar 
said. “One thing you can do 
to make an organization 
better is to make yourself 
more accessible.” 

He said this can be done 
by expanding the hours of 
operation of some of the fa- 
cilities on campus. 

Hillhouse wants to in- 
crease recruitment and re- 
tention by “breeding a sense 
of community and together- 
ness.” 

“I don’t think we’re going 
to get greater involvement 
in organizations over night.

The candidates said the 
new Student President/Re- 
gent would need to look into 
funds UNO receives com- 
pared to UNL. 

“Lincoln only has 5,000 
more students,” Shradar 
said, “and they get nearly 
double the money we get.” 

Hillhouse said he wanted 
to investigate alternative 
forms of fund-raising such as 
student work-study involv- 
ing telemarketing, 

“We should look out for 
our own interest before we 
look out for UNL’s,”

“I would consider it very se- 
riously,” Hillhouse said, “It’s 
a very good idea. It’s a very 
safe idea, considering the past 
two winters I’ve been here have 
been sheer terror.” 

“We have one. The shuttle 
system we have now, you can 
ride from HPER to Eppley and 
get off at any time,” Shradar 
said. “To support a separate 
bus system would be ridicu- 
lous.” ;

The Nebraska Equal Em- 
ployment Opportunity Com- 
mission has. recently estab- 
lished guidelines for recogniz- 
ing what is and what is not 
sexual harassment in the work- 
place and in the classroom. 
These guidelines have- been 
updated to reflect the new 
standards that were upheld by 
the courts last summer. 

The new standards are 
significant because they ex- 
pand liability to include same- 
sex harassment and harass- 
ment threats that are not car- 
ried out. 

Often in same sex harass- 
ment, the offending behavior 
does not have to be sexual in 
nature. The harassment can be 

‘ based on gender. 

_. For example, if someone is 
repeatedly teased or bullied while 
showering in the workplace or in a 
gym locker room, and if that 
horseplay continues after it is 
made clear that it is not welcome, 

_ then it could be considered sexual 
harassment, especially if continued 
employment, team membership, or 
academic affiliation is threatened.

Although anyone is wel- 
come to attend, the discussion 
is designed to be aimed at what 
instructors. and other staff can 
do to recognize and prevent 
sexual harassment in the class- 
room and on campus.

A 
manager or a professor could 
make a threat in which sexual 
favors or horseplay is a condi- 
tion for employment or aca- 
demic status. Even if that 
threat is not carried out, the 
harasser is still liable. 

There is some good news 
for the employer. The company 
itself is not liable as long as 
they didn’t know about it. If no 
one told the company, they are 
off the hook.

As a community 
dedicated to learning and its values of 
curiosity, tolerance and justice, we can- 
not and will not abide such behavior. It 
diminishes all of us.” 

School officials are offering a 
$1,000 reward for information lead- 
ing to an arrest. 

Students and faculty members 
responded to the threatening act by 
scribbling multi-colored chalk mes- 
sages denouncing racism and ha- 
tred on brick walkways throughout 
campus. Their messages included: 
“E-racism,” 

“We don’t tolerate hate,’ and 
“In the end, the love you take is 
equal to the love you make,” a lyric 
penned by the late musician John 
Lennon. 

“If there has been any good to 
come of this, it is the open and frank 
discussion that students are having 
with each other about issues of 
race,” said school spokesman John 
Greenhoe. “Students reacted to this 
immediately and directly.” 

Lusbourgh spent Thursday in 
Chicago with family. and friends. 
While he has said he is scared to be 
at the school, he has indicated that 
he’ll remain enrolled there, 
Greenhoe said.

DALLAS - In 1958, Americans had 
never heard of Tang.

The creation of NASA was the first baby 
step toward a more famous step, that of Neil 
Armstrong onto the surface of the moon, Yet 
many believe that the agency lost its way after 
that triumph, and only now - by reining in the- 
scale of its endeavors - may it regain its 
footing. 

During its first 40 years, NASA. expe- 
rienced national pride and national scorn. 
In the 1950s and °60s, the country 
watched, rapt - even through the horror 
of the fatal Apollo 1 fire - as NASA sent 
men into space and on to the moon. In the 
‘70s and '80s, the agency tried to redefine 
itself, as a space commuter, with the 
shuttle program. But runaway budgets 
and the Challenger disaster, many ob- 
servers say, estranged the bublic that had 
loved Apollo.

far behind in the race to space. 

Even when von Braun’s team 
launched the first U.S. satellite in . 
January 1958, it didn’t help much, 
because Russia already had 
launched the much larger Sputnik 
2 with a dog, Laika, aboard. By 
July, an anxious Congress had 
passed the Space Act, at the 
urging of Lyndon Johnson, then a 
Texas senator. 

Importantly, the Space Act 
took the domain of space away 
from the military. . 

“That was an inspired choice,” 
says planetary scientist Bruce 
Murray, former director of NASA’s 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory in 
Pasadena, Calif. 

Military involvement might 
have sown mistrust among other 
nations, he says. But NASA’s very 
openness contributed to its suc- 
cess.

But in terms of sheer engineering 
accomplishment, nothing ever has 
matched the Apollo missions. 

“Apollo still has this kind of 
mythic aura around it,” says 
Chaikin, ‘author of “A Man on the 
Moon: The Voyages of the Apollo 
Astronauts.” . 

Still, once the race to the 
moon was won - and once the last 
astronaut left the moon in 1972 - 
the space agency wasn’t sure what 
to do next. 

“NASA was a victim of its own 
success,” Chaikin says. . 

So officials bet on developing 
the space shuttle as a way to. 
travel back and forth from orbit. 
And that’s where things went 
astray, says Alex Roland, a former 
NASA historian who teaches at: 
Duke University in Durham, N.C. 

Roland says he lost. faith in the

Profs, T-Shirts Test Link 
Between Smell, Attraction:

.N.M.-If two professors at the 
University of New Mexico are 
right, women across the country 
could start sniffing through piles 
of dirty laundry to find Mr, Won- 
derful. 

With help from dozens of 
smelly T-shirts and the body odor 
of 41 men, psychology professor 
Steven Gangestad and biology 
professor Randy Thornhill are 
conducting a study that they hope 
will shed some light on why 
women prefer certain men. 

The duo also is trying to 
determine if women associate a 
man’s scent with his physical 
attractiveness. 

During the study, researchers 
measured the symmetry of the 
faces and bodies of 41 men and 
gave each a clean T-shirt to wear 
while sleeping for two nights. 
During that period, the men 
remained relatively odor-free. 
They slept on clean sheets, bathed 
with unscented soap and avoided 


garlic and colognes. 

The T-shirts were collected 
arid given to women who were 
asked to rate the pleasantness 
and sexiness of the their scents. 
Gangestad used those ratings to 
calculate the overall attractive- . 
ness of each scent. 

He found that women who 
were between days six and 14 of 
their menstrual cycles — a time 
when women are most fertile — 


’ preferred the scents of men whose 


features and body types were most 
symmetrical. 

Studies around the world 
have shown that attractiveness is 
related to physical symmetry and 
that people who are symmetrical 
are more successful at choosing 
mates. 

Though Gangestad said he’s 
not sure of the exact reason why 
the women were able to discern a 
man’s symmetry through his | 
scent, he believes that the body 
must release certain substances 
signaling that it’s in good or poor 
health.

MEXICO CITY - By the time the 
writer Elena Poniatowska got to the 
scene of the Mexican army's massacre 
of university students here on the eve 
of the Olympic Games in 1968, all that 
remained were the soldiers, the tanks, 
the blood - and the shoes, strewn every- 
where. 


“I couldn’t believe: it,” said 


Poniatowska, whose interviews after 


the slaughter were published in the cel- 
ebrated book, “The Night of Tlatelolco.” 
“Neighbors told me that they had seen 
200 bodies piled on top of each other.” 

The government would put the 
death toll at fewer than 50 people and 
would blame the carnage on the stu- 
dents, a version of events contrary to 
the accounts of scores of witnesses who 
said the authorities had epened fire on 
a peaceful protest. 

But the government's insistence on 
rewriting history would help sow the 
seeds of democracy in Mexico, and in 
the decades to come, it would whittle 
away at the power of the once autocratic 
and long-ruling Institutional Revolu- 
tionary Party (PRI). 

“They tried to ambush the stu- 
dents, but they ambushed themselves,” 
said academic Sergio Aguayo Quezada, 
who has just written a book on the mas- 
sacre, “1968: The Archives of Vio- 
lence.”

has balked at releasing key military 
documents about its investigation. The 
government stance has reinforced 
speculation of a cover-up and reminded 
people of the power of the Institutional 
Revolutionary ‘Party, Mexico’s ruling 
party for some seven decades. 

' “This case is evidently a, political 
crime on behalf of the state,” said math- 
ematician: Raul Alvarez Garin, one of 
the organizers of the student rally that 
day in the Tlatelolco plaza in downtown 
Mexico City. “We need to know who 
are the individuals who planned and 
approved this action.” 

Only then, the thinking goes, can 
Mexicans bring closure to one of the 
most brutally repressive acts in the 
nation’s modern history. 

“Silence is the worst element for 
healing,” ‘said Aguayo, a professor of

On the largest co!lege campus in 
Mexico City, students on Thursday cas- 
tigated the government for failing to re- 
lease full details of its investigation, and 
they characterized the student move- 
ment as heroic. 

“The historical record should be 
reviewed,” said Armando Hernandez, 
22, an economics student at the Na- 
tional Autonomous University of 
Mexico. ; 

“We need to know what happened 
in order to learn from that experience.” 

For now, the pain lingers, largely 
because no one ever has been held ac- 
countable for the slayings. In every ad- 
ministration since 1968, it would be 
counterproductive to unseal the ar- 
chives of the investigation wholesale. 

On Wednesday, Interior Minister 
Francisco Labastida Ochoa, who, 
among various responsibilities, is in 
charge of national security, said the gov- 


ernment was not protecting anyone by é 


refusing to release the documents. 
“Look, I think that what exists 
about Tlatelolco and what is kriown 
about Tlatelolco is immense, consider- 
ing everything that has been pub- 
lished...,” Labastida said. “Always, in 
all the countries, there are documents 
that are considered classified as secret, 
or reserved, and these (documents), in 
all tlie countéiés,; are handled as such.”

DETROIT - After a 
night of drinking in February, 
Michigan offensive lineman 
Jason Brooks made a mistake 
that continues to cost him. 

He approached a fellow 
U-M student, fondled her, 
forced her to fondle him and 
forced her to kiss him outside 
the front door of a residence 
hall. After the incident, he 
called her three times, but she 
refused to talk to him. 

Brooks, a redshirt 
freshman from Cleveland, has 
been put on probation by a 
Washtenaw County. judge and 
by U-M. He also has been 
ordered to seek several types 
of counseling and was not 
allowed to play in the Wolver- 
ines’ first four games this 
season. 

But the victim said he 

. has not been punished enough 
and is seeking further action . 
against him. fae! ou 

“If [had my way, Jason 


would no longer be a member - 


of the football team,” said the 
victim. (It is Free Press policy 
not to identify victims of - 
sexual assault.) “At this point, 
I’m backed into a corner, and 
I don’t know what else to do 
to have justice served here. I 
feel that I’ve been treated as a 
less-important individual than 
a student-athlete.”

But she said she had 
not been notified of Brooks’ 
benching and thought U-M 
officials “failed to do what 
they set out to do with the 
code.” 

The victim said she plans 
to appeal U-M’s resolution of 
the case and press the athletic 
department to punish Brooks 
further. She expects to discuss 
the matter with Carr next 
week and possibly with 
athletic director Tom Goss 
and vice president of student 
affairs Maureen Hartford 
afterward, 

“The most important 
thing is that I don’t want to be 
swept into a corner,” the 
victim said. “I don’t want this 
situation to become a joke for 
football players. I don’t want 
them to think this meant 
nothing and still be on the - 
sidelines.” 

After the victim brought 
criminal charges in March, 
Brooks pleaded not guilty at 
his arraignment to fourth- 
degree criminal sexual con- 
duct, a misdemeanor that 


- includes fondling and touch- 


ing but not penetration. In 


_.June, Brooks changed his

Brooks was sentenced to 
two years’ probation, which 
included several conditions; 
attending sexual-offenders

MONTCLAIR, N.J. - Four people have 
been arrested, and police are searching for a 
fifth suspect in connection with the sexual 
assault of a 15-year-old girl during a party in a 
dormitory at Montclair State University. 

The student hosting the party, 21-year-old 
John Carmello, has been charged with endan- 
gering the life of a child and serving alcohol to 
a minor. Investigators are trying to determine 
whether Carmello, who lives in a hall where 
alcohol is permitted, knew the young woman - 
who arrived at the party with friends of his not 
enrolled at the university - was only. a teen- 
ager, said Karen Pennington, vice president of 


student development and campus life. 


Pennington said authorities also want to how 
much and when Carmello knew about the 
assault. 

The attack is a reminder to students 
everywhere that they must use good judgment 
when inviting outsiders to campus, Pennington 
said. Carmello likely will be suspended until 
the charges against him are resolved.

Resumes come in various designs, and 
that fact alone makes it confusing for a student 
trying to put together the “right” one. What's 
important to realize, however, is that sub- 


_ stance outweighs style; it’s what's in the 


resume that counts. There is no single resume 
style that beats all the others. However, there 
are a few things to make sure to include, and a 
few things to avoid, in putting together the best 
resume possible, ; 
Believe it or not, with a resume, you're 
being allowed to write your own script for the 


‘interviews you'll take. Another way to look at 


it is you’re drawing a map that the interviewer 
will follow. You're given this degree of contro! 


. because the interviewer needs something to 


guide him or her through the interview. You 
should realize that you're supposed to make 
the reader of the resume want to know more. 
How you construct this script/map makes all 
the difference in what it may lead to. 

_ ~ First and foremost, keep your resume 
complete and accurate. Forget about “pad- 


ding” - it’s deceptive, and it can lead to embar- 


rassing situations, There are countless stories 
of prominent businesspeople, politicians and 
others who gave false information that came 
back to haunt them. 

Additionally, deceiving your way into an 
interview can hurt others beside yourself, 
since appointments are often at a premium, 
and some students get shut out of initial on- 
campus interviews. 

As a student interviewing for your first 
job, your resume should take up no more than 
one side of one page. A common-mistake is 
going too far into detail about part-time jobs, 
Does the recruiter really need to know about 
the three months you spent in high school

- like taking steps to remove someone who is 
underage from a place. where he or she should 
not be, 

“And the university has a responsibility to 
take every precaution to remove anyone who 
is potentially dangerous to its community.” 

That goes for students who invite disrepu- 
table people to campus, Pennington said. 

The alleged attack, which occurred either 

- late Sept. 18 or early Sept. 19, happened in a 
wooded area near Carmello’s dormitory. Two 
of Carmello’s friends, Antwain Curry, 20, and 
Joseph Kohler, Jr., 22, both of Newark, N.J., 
face charges of aggravated sexual assault and 
endangering the life of a child. 

Curry - who was wanted by police on a 
warrant unrelated to the attack - also was _ 
charged with possession of drugs within 1,000 
feet of a school. A third man, whose name has 
not been released and who also is not enrolled 
at the school, has indicated that he will turn 
himself into police, Pennington said. She 
added that when he does, he also will be 
charged with aggravated sexual assault. 

Also charged in connection with the 
incident was an 18-year-old woman - not 
enrolled at the university - accused of making 
false statements about the attack to police.

_ selling shoes? Such extraneous details distract 
the interviewer, and make you look like you 
don’t have enough “real” experience to talk 
about. On a similar note, be sure there are no 
unexplained gaps in time. 

Listing your hobbies and activities is 
important, but there are pitfalls to avoid. For | 
hobbies, list the right amount - not too few, not 
too many. Hobbies describe your. personality, 
so put some thought into what you put down. 
And don’t embellish when listing activities! 
Once again, this is something that can come 
back at you later (I’ve personally exposed 
people who were purposely misleading about 
the clubs and organizations they took part in). 
In listing hobbies and activities, you’re giving 
an indication of how you spend your waking 
hours, so make sure they reflect well upon 
you, 

Leaving off your grade point average is a 
élaring mistake, and can lead the interviewer - 
to assume the worst. It can also put him or her 
in the uncomfortable position of having to ask 
you for it. List both your overall GPA and 
that within your major. There are certain’ 
fields, like accounting and investment banking, 
where your grades are an indicator of how 
well you absorb information. If you're inter- 
viewing in these fields and have less-than- 
stellar marks, you'll want to highlight special 
courses, projects, and other activities that 
demonstrated your leadership ability. You can 
also put a positive spin on your grades by 
focusing on a recent few semesters in which 
you outperformed your overall GPA. Get the 


’ point across that you have the ability to learn. 


_ The key thing to remember is that, in 
almost every case, your resume is the first 
representation of yourself that a company 
sees, Make sure it’s constructed to leave a 
lasting first impression, so you get the chance 
to impress in person.

SANTA ANA, Calif. - A former University of. 


Wisconsin basketball player has been charged with 
attempted kidnapping for allegedly breaking into a 
Newport Beach home in August and dragging a 
screaming woman from her bed. 

Jeffrey T. Petersen, who played three seasons 
for the Big Ten school including two games in the 
1994 NCAA tournament, is accused of assaulting a 
55-year-old woman Aug. 14 after allegedly kicking 
in the front door of her home. 


Petersen, 27, who played briefly in Europe af- | 


ter leaving Wisconsin, was pursuing a law career at 
the time of his arrest, said his attorney, Ron Brower. 
He graduated with honors from Georgetown Uni- 
versity law school and was hired by a Chicago law 
firm. 


According to police reports, Petersen was visit- 


ing his brother, Scott, an Orange County deputy dis- 
trict attorney, at the time of his arrest. He spent the 
evening of Aug. 13 bar-hopping with prosecutors. 
Police said he left one bar alone. But the walk 
to his brother’s home somehow led him to the 


woman's bedroom instead, where he announced:. 


_ “You have to come with me,” according to police. 


Petersen was drunk at the time - his blood alco- 
hol level may have been above 0.20 percent - but his 
conduct is still difficult to explain, Brower said. The 
defense plans to screen a blood sample for drugs that 
may have been slipped into the former Graver drinks, 
Brower said. 

“Te appears to be a random and totally out-of- 
character act,” Brower said. “It's like a person would 


' get after a dose of PCP when they've never had it 


before. He went into this bizarre behavior.”

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Earlham Student Claims School Failed 
To Help Her After Rape, Settles Lawsuit

RICHMOND, Ind. - Earlham College 
has settled a lawsuit with a foreign-exchange 


student who claimed she was raped while 


studying abroad and that school officials failed 
to help her after the attack. 

Last year, Erika Eisenberg sued the 
Indiana school, as well as the Associated 
Colleges of the Midwest and the Great Lakes 
College Association, for $3 million. She 
accused Earlham officials of dismissing her 
accounts of sexual harassment and rape by a 
Japanese man in whose home she lived in 


1996. 


_ According. to court records, the man 
denied the allegations, and college officials said 
they weren't responsible for any wrongdoing. : 
The foreign-exchange program’s director 
removed Eisenberg from the home immedi- 
ately after Eisenberg reported her allegations. 

Under the terms of the settlement, both 
parties have agreed not to discuss “the particu- 
lars of the litigation.” While it’s unclear how 
much money Eisenberg, who graduated last 
year with a bachelor’s degree in Japanese 
studies, collected, her father told The 
‘Chronicle of Higher Education that she is 
pleased with the settlement.. 

Peter Smith, a spokesman for the college 


declined to discuss the matter.

Over 6,000 fans braved the 
chilly weather, as the Maverick football 
team came back late to defeat eighth 
ranked University of North Dakota 
Fighting Sioux, 20-10, for the second 
time in 10 years.
